MASKED HER TRUE FEELINGS 


FOLLOWING THE TRAGEDY. 


For Days the Accused Woman Freely 
Theoriged and Speculated With 
Detectives on the Cause 
of Ayres’ Murder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHPONGTON, Nov. 27.—The impressive 
fact which stands out over al] that has 
been revealed about the killing of Pension 
Clerk James Seymour Ayres is the marvei- 
ous composure siown by Mrs. Lulu Iida Bo- 
nine while the detectives and friends ot 
the young man about the Kenmore Hotel 
were searching for clews to his slayer. 

This fact comes out in the story of every 
Witness who ~aw the woman during that 
period. 

Mrs. Bonine was the comforter of Ayres’ 
friends and. discussed every phase of the 
tragedy freely, speculating and theorizing 


concerning the identity of the murderer. 
Mrs. bBonine caiied on Miss Minas, who 
roomed next door to Ayres, and who saw 
the woman's figure passing down the fire 
escape. She induced Miss Minas to de- 
scribe the figure minutely and when the lat- 
ter expressed her horror of the deed and 
disinciination to recall its details Mrs. Bo- 
nine spoke soothing words and counseled 
Miss Minas (to bear up under the stra.n. 
The woman's wonderful nerve control is 
really the most G&amaging th ng in her case. 
The impression it creates wil strengthen 
the hands of the prosecution when the time 
comes to address the jury and impress it 
with the strong chain of circumstantial 
evidence against the accused woman. 


As the Prosecution 
Will State It. 

The prosecution will endeavor to show 
that the warm friendship existing between 
Ayres and Mrs. Bonine, almost from the 
day of their meeting at the Kenmore Hotel, 
nad been sundered; that Mrs. Bonine had 
tried to re-establish their old cordial rela- 
tions without success; that Ayres had, 
even in his boyish resentment, refused to 
speak to her, and that on one occasion, just 
betore the tragedy, had publiciy rebutted 
her by refusing to accept a couple of car- 
nations she orfered him in front of ihe 
hotel, even going so tar as to deliberate- 
ly get up and leave her when she attempt- 
ed to make him the little gift. 

Ayres, as is known, was about to leave 
the Kenmore Hotel, and the prosecution 
will point out that, angered by his slights 
and frantically jealous at the thought of 
his going away, she climbed the fire escape 
and entered his room through the open 
window. - 

At the sound’ of the curtain being raised, 
Ayres sprang out of bed and rushed toward 
her, when she fired the three deadly shots. 
He fell at the foot of the bed near the 
window, after which she climbed out of the 
window, leaving her bloody handprints on 
the sill and the curtain and curtain cord, 
and then she made her way down the fire: 
escape and back to her room, where she 
washed the slain man's biodd -from her 
hands and out of her wrapper and then 
went calmly to bed. 

The next morning she met the other 
boarders cheerfully at breakfast, and when 
the murder was discovered she chatted 
about it and theorized over it with no more 
apparent concern than others. 
Detectives and newspaper men _  interro- 
gated her ceaseless, but to all she told a 
consistent story. When the bloody hand- 
print shown on the window sill was under 
discussion she went so far as to make her 
Own handprint in powder on a table in 
order to show how it looked; never once 
did she make any sign of the awful anxiety 
and fear she must have been suffering, and 
it was only when the net of evidence had 
closed about her so closely that escape and 
concealment were no longer possible that 
she made her ‘‘confession’’ to the police.

Friends are ofien expensive luxuries. Can a practical man 
who has something to do in the world afford very many? 

It is not easy for an active business man to preserve a just 
mean between society and solitude. The social instinct is strong 
in most men and is readily cultivated. Allowed its way, so- 
clety, even the soberest, becomes a kind of intoxication, fatiguing 
alike to mind and body. 

It is a, matter for individual temperament to determine. Some 
men can get results with the smallest amount of concentra- 
tion. They can “frivol’’ indefinitely and always be ready when 
asked a practical question to give their whole mind to it. Others 
require time. They cannot indulge social pleasure much beyond 
the point of solitude without impairing their practical force. 
Business is intensely individualistic. It requires the man’s best. 
The slightest tnattention brings loss, a lapse of thought may ex- 
pose a substantial firm to a destructive raid of competition. 
Business’ is relentless in its exactions; there is no sentiment in 
it and the man who lugs sentiment in will surely fail. 

But he cannot do without sentiment. The social instinct is as 
exacting in its way as the individualistic money-getting habit. A 
business man must establish and maintain a truce between the two 
if he would succeed—that is, if he would get the most out of life. 
Society and solitude—both are necessary. The “how much” of 
each is the question for the practical man to decide for him- 
self, with failure as a penalty if his decision is faulty.

A “BAD MAN’S’ THERMOMETER. 


The Rev. Henry W. Onderdonk, an Epts- 
copal clergyman who is frequently the 

est of Mr. H. C. Thorn, local manager of

barometer with a remarkable history. Dr.

He promised, however, to leave it Dr. On- 
derdonk when he died. 

It was not long after that that Brown 
did die. Two men who charged him with 
swindling them out of some property shot 
the desperado to death and burned his 
body. ‘“Dick’’ Kenney, at one time a fa- 
mous scout, who was the sheriff of John- 
son County, arrested the men and secured 
their conviction. 

Dr. Onderdonk was called to the scene 
of the crime, where ashes and bones had 
been found. He identified the bones as those 
of a human beling, and a dentist found 
teeth that he had treated for Brown when 
alive. Their testimony at the trial resulted 
in a confession and subsequent conviction 
of the murderers. 

After the trial a brother of ‘‘Aranpahoe”’ 
Brown went to Dr. Onderdonk and gave 


him the barometer.

90,000,000 BUSHELS PRODUCED 


It Is Grown on 6,000,000 Acres and 


the Value Is $50,000 
ooo.

TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 27.—The official 
bulletin by the Kansas board of agriculture. 
giving the year's yield of winter and spring 
wheat and corn, and their home values, was 
issued today. It contains the first figures 
emanating from the board ag to the sea- 
son's. products. Summarized, the showing 
is;

According to the records of the state 
board of agriculture this year’s winter 
wheat yield exceeds that of [300 by 13,400,071 
bushels, or 17.56 r cent, and its home 
value is greater by $8,855, 483, or 21.27 per 
cent. Likewise the yield, the greatest in 
the history of Kansas, averaged 61.34 
bushels for each inhabitant, worth $45.39. 

For each of the past ten years, ending 
with 1900, Kansas has raised of wheat an 
average of peng yy bushels annually; the 
1901 production is 94.6 per cent greater than 
this. This year’s yield is more by 11,915,133 
bushels, or 15.2 per cent than the United 
States Department of Agriculture has ever 
reported raised by any state in a f years 
barring the Kansas yield in 1900, which, ac- 
cording to the same authority, had for the 

receding year the distinction of being the 
ulkiest, but only until Kansas had another 
season, when she of all the states sur- 
passed her own record and produced a still 

reater crop. The combined value of 
fh his year’s wheat and corn is only 11.3 per 
cent less than that of the same crops grown 
in 1 

The bulk of the wheat crop was, as 
usual, grown in the central third of the 
state from east to west. Sumner County 
again leading with a yleld of 6,812,102 bush- 
els, followed by Barton, which has 4,830,009 
bushels, the combined product of these two 
aggregating 11,642,111 bushels, or nearly 13 
per cent of this year’s total yield. These 
two counties the present year produced 
more wheat than was grown last year, ac- 
cording to government figures. in all New 
England and the States of New Jersey, 
Delaware, Alabama, Arkansas, Montana 
and South Carolina ‘combined. 

The four Countles of Sumner, Barton, 
Rice and McPherson this year produced 
more wheat than the entire last year’s pro- 
duct of either Illinois or Missouri. In her 
brief history Kansas has raised six wheat 
crops (winter and sprirg) of over 650,- 
000,000 bushels each, ag aaa 412,291,429 
bushels. worth on the farms ere grown 
$243,064,000. The acreage of winter wheat 
as found by assesors in a house to house 
canvass was the largest by 137,674 acres 
ever reported, (the nearest approach being 
5,110,873 acres in 1898), making an increase 
for the present year of over per cent, or 

acres. 

The present sowing is reported through- 
out the state as in the most promising 
condition ever known at the time of the 
year, and its advanced and rank growth is 
affording abundant succulent pasturage for 
millions of live stock. The area sown is 
stated ye as greater by 635,000 
acres, or er cent, than for the.crop of 
thig year, making the area now in wheat 
almost 6,000,000 acres. 

The raising of spring wheat is so over- 
shadowed by that of the winter varieties 
as to make it an {nconspicuous and dimin- 
ishing item in Kansas agriculture. De- 
tailed reports indicate that owin to the 
unusual shortage of corn about 17 per cent 
or 15,288,332 bushels of this year's wheat 
will be used in one form or another as feed 
for farm animals. The quantity of wheat 
in farmers’ hands, March 1, was 7,996, 
bushels, as against 4,824,828 bushels last

Hunters on the Yuma River Shot 3800 
in Two Days and Loaded Down 
a Steamboat.

PHENIX, Ariz., Nov. 27.—If the St. Louls 
Nimrods who make fall tours in the Ozarks 
and the woods of Arkansas will come out 
to Arizona they will find something to fill 
their game bags. 

Wild ducks from the northern lakes are. 
swarming southward and in such numbers 
as have never been known in this portion 
of the Southwest. 


Hunters of the duck who have shot the 
mallard, the teal and the canvasback in 
all portions of the South declare that never 
have been seen such large and early flocks 
as are 7 down along the lower Colo- 
rado and Gulf of California. From a few 
miles below Yuma, far down the river and 
below its mouth, lies a fine duck country.

Each year, however, the hunting ground 
is becoming better known, and there are 
few eastern sportsmen who get into south- 
western Arizona during the winter and 


late autumn who do not try their luck at 
the Colorado river ducks. 

Last December a party of New York and 
California hunters made a trip from Yuma 
down the river and gulf in a small steamer 
and brought tn what is believed to be the 
largest bag of ducks ever known. 

In two days’ ride down 75 miles of the 
river they killed more birds than could be 
packed into the hold and on the deck of the 
Steamer, and before they had reached the 
mouth of the Colorado eight of the ten men 
in the party were nursing shoulders that 
were so badly bruised by hundreds of re- 
coils of the breechloaders that they were 
unable to shoot again for days. 

When Guaymas was reached and the 
count made it was found that 8800 ducks 
were on the boat. For two days the popu- 
lation of the Mexican port reveled in a 
great free banquet of duck meat. 

Indians Kill 
Them With Clubs. 

Down along the Gila river, the Pima In- 
dians kill the ducks in large numbers, using 
only clubs as weapons. Creeping like snakes 
throygh the thick brush whicn leads close 
up to the banks of the stream, of the 
streams, or its bayous, three or four Pimse 
lads will emerge suddenly and simultane- 
ously upon the banks, and within a few feet 
of a flock of ducks. Each Indian is armed 
with a half dozen short, heavy clubs, 
each lets fiy a missile, as the frightened, 
8 mete ucks arise.

‘HISTORIC SITE OF THE BATTLE OF 
HASTINGS SOLD. 


PRICE PAID WAS $1,000,000. 


One Rumor Makes Lord Rosebery and 
Another William Waldorf As- 
tor the Purchaser. 


LONDON, Nov. 27.—It is not every day 
that a piece of British history is knocked 
down to the highest bidder, but the sale of 
the Battle Abbey transferred the ownership 
of the ground which, from its connection 
with the battle of Hastings, is inseparably 
beund up with the story of the British na- 
tion. Upon this spot Harold made his last 
stand against the conquering Norman, It 
was years after the battle that Willlam 


the Conqueror gave orders to build upon 
this spot an abbey to commemorate his 
victory It was this ancient structure with 
together with the lands 
surrounding it, that was sold. 

Its last owner was the late Duchess of 
Cleveland, mother of Lord Rosebery, and 
for this reason it was Somes probable 
that Lord Rosebery might himself pur- 
chase the estate. 

A large crowd assembled, so large, in 
fact, that the sale had to be transferred 
to the great hall of Winchester House, Old 
Broad street. The auctioneer, Mr. Joseph 
Stower, sald he had received more than 15 
applications from persons who expressed 4 
desire to purchase, but these had been 
weeded down to five bona fide bidders. The 
first bid was £1000, which was greeted with 
general laughter. The next, £50,000 ($250,000) 
was characterized by the autioneer as ri- 
diculous. 

The first serious bid, £80.000 ($400,000). 
Some one in the crowd immediately raised 
it to £100,000, after which bidding rose rap- 
idly, ten thousands to £190, ($890.000). 
Then bids of single thousands raised it to 
£200,000 ($1,000,008), at which price the prop- 
erty was knocked down. 

All efforts to ascertain the name of the 
purchaser have thus far been futile. There 
are rumors that Lord Rosebery has pur- 
chased the pronpert while others say it 
was bought by a pu lic spirited millionaire, 
who intends to present it to the nation. 

The Daily Express is the authority for 
the statement that William Waldorf Astor 
is the purchaser.

PARIS, Tex., Nov, 27.—The Rev. Solo- 
mon Hotemia, a_ full-blooded Choctaw, 
highly educated and once a judge, district 
attorney and Presbyterian minister, was 
convicted of murder in the first degree in 
the Federal Court here and will be sen- 
tenced to death. 

Holtemla, despite hia education and ex- 
perience, believes in witches, and in April 
last exterminatd several men and women 
of the Choctaw Nation with a shotgun on 
the ground that the women were witches 
and the men workers of witchcraft. 

The clergyman was acquitted at one trial 
upon the belief that he was insane and a 
second trial resulted in a mistrial. 

Holtemia was educated at the Fresby- 
terian College at Roanoke, Va., and after 
studying three years was graduated and 
ordained to the Presbyterian ministry. Re- 
turning to the Choctaw Nation, he was 


elected judge of Kiamitia County, which 
office he held several terms. Later he be- 
came district attorney and a member of 
the nation's council. He was a delegate 
to the recent General Assemb! of the 
Presbyterian Church at New Orleans. 

There were several deaths from meningi- 
tis in the nation, and Holtemia concluded 
that the witches were at work. He and 
two young braves started on a witch hunt, 
killing two women, one with a child in her 
arms, a boy and two men.
